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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see page 5, in lines 6-20, filed November 22, 2005, with respect 
to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 9-13 under U.S.C 103 (a) have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, 
a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of 35 U.S.C. 112 and 35 U.S.C. 102(e). 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 9 and 13 objected to because of the following informalities: Regarding 
independent claims 9 and 13, in line 1 1 and in line 9, respectively, Applicant is claiming "the 
same," which is not clear. It is suggested that Applicant amend "the same" to "a same". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 1, in line 4 and 5, Applicant is claiming "the group," which is unclear to 
Examiner as to what "group" Applicant is referring to. Therefore, Examiner is not sure as to 
what exactly Applicant is claiming. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, 
or on an international application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of 
paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this title before the invention thereof by 
the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 
1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 
2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kaneko et al. 

The applied reference has a common Assignee with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Regarding claim 13, Kaneko discloses a multimedia control generating system that 
communicates audio and video data, and whereby the implementation of classifying control 
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information into groups is utilized, multiplexing control data, and data is transmitted 
simultaneously (Fig. 16, col. 3,line 67, col. 4, line 64-67, col. 7,line 35-60, col. 21, line 28-39, 
Abstract).
